The National Council of Teachers of English is proud to be part of a pro- 
cess that we feel is important. It begins when an educator who knows 
literature and its value to students and teachers is chosen by the NCTE 
Executive Committee to be a booklist editor. That editor then works with 
teachers and librarians who review, select, and annotate hundreds of new 
trade books sent to them by publishers. It's a complicated process, one 
that can last three or four years. But because of their dedication and strong 
belief in the need to let others know about the good literature that's avail- 
able, these professionals volunteer their time in a way that serves as an 
inspiration to all of us. The members of the committee that compiled this 
volume are listed on one of the first pages, and we are grateful for their 
hard work. 

In our bibliography series are five different booklists, each focused 
on a particular audience, each updated regularly. These are Adventuring 
ivith Books (pre-K through grade 6), Kaleidoscope (multicultural literature, 
grades K through 8), Your Reading (middle school/ junior high). Books far 
You (senior high), and High Interest — Easy Reading (middle school, 
junior/ senior high reluctant readers). Together, these volumes list thou- 
sands of the most recent children's and young adult trade books. 
Although the works included cover a wide range of topics, they all have 
one thing in common: they're good books that students and teachers alike 
enjoy. 

Of course, no single book is right for everyone or every purpose, 
so inclusion in this booklist is not necessarily an endorsement from NCTE. 
However, it does indicate that the professionals who make up the booklist 
committee feel that the work in question is worthy of teachers' and stu- 
dents' attention, whether for its informative or aesthetic qualities. On the 
other hand, exclusion from an NCTE booklist is not necessarily a judg- 
ment on the quality of a given book or publisher. Many factors — space, 
time, availability of certain books, publisher participation — may influ- 
ence the final shape of the list. 

We hope that you will find this booklist a useful resource in dis- 
covering new titles and authors, and we hope that you will collect the 
other booklists in the NCTE series. Our mission is to help improve the 
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teaching and learning of English and the language arts, and we feel the 
quality of our booklists contributes substantially toward that goal. We 
think you will agree.

Like Joseph Conrad, the NCTE Committee on the Middle School and 
Junior High Booklist wants to help you feel, hear, and see — through the 
power of books. Because we believe in the power of words, we, the writ- 
ers of Your Reading, spent over two years reading, rereading, discussing, 
sharing, and writing about books we think you will enjoy and find mean- 
ingful. The purpose of our book is to connect you with titles that will 
enhance your reading. Whether you are looking for a book because you 
need to complete an assignment or project, because you want to learn 
more about a topic that interests you, or because you are browsing to find 
something good to read. Your Reading can help you find the right book. 
Published by the National Council of Teachers of English, the various 
editions of Your Reading provide an ongoing annotated list for junior high 
and middle school students, teachers, librarians, and parents. 

What books are listed in this edition of Your Reading? 

Thousands of books are published every year. It's impossible to read all 
of them. To help you find the best books, a committee of teachers and 
librarians screened books that were published in 1993 and 1994. We also 
included reissues of older books, so a book that was originally published 
prior to 1993 but reissued during 1993 or 1994 may be annotated in this 
edition of Your Reading. Although we can't say we read everything pub- 
lished in those two years, we tried to identify as many books as possible 
that junior high and middle school students would find useful, interest- 
ing, and meaningful. 

How is the listing of books organized in Your Reading? 

As we read the books, we found that they seemed to group themselves 
in a variety of ways. A quick look at the Table of Contents will show you 
that Your Reading is organized into seven sections and twenty-four chap- 
ters. Within each chapter, the annotations are arranged alphabetically by 
the author's last name. 
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The first section, Growing Up, has four chapters about teens ma- 
turing into adulthood. Ncn els in the chapter called "Family and Home" 
are focused on family issues such as sibling rivalries, divorce, relation- 
ships with parents and stepparents, or coping with aging grandparents. 
The other chapters in this section involve friends, romance, school, sports, 
or tough life situations. 

Perhaps vou prefer to let vour imagination wander in the Imag- 
ined Lands section. "Mvths, Legends, and Folklore'' includes versions 
of stories handed down us through the generations. Many wonderful 
new editions of familiar stories are listed in this chapter, as well as tales 
from cultures around the world. Books of fantasy and science fiction to 
stimulate vour creative thinking are a.lsc^ a part of this section. 

Do vou like books with suspense, adventure, or unexplained phe- 
nomena? Shudder and Shake is the section for you. Mysteries and sur- 
vival stories, ghosts and horror stories will stir vour blood and keep you 
reading to the last page. 

The books annotated in People, Problems, and Places: Yesterday 
and Today can help vou with your social studies projects. The books are 
grouped together in five chapters: "Looking Back: Historical Fiction," 
"Understanding the Past: Histc)ry," "People to Know: Autobiography 
and Biography," "Customs, Cultures, and Lands,'' and "Analyzing Issues 
of Today." In these books, vou can get to know fascinating people, places, 
and events that have shaped history, as \vell as issues, people, and prob- 
lems that are creating historv today. 

1 low do you feel about science? Whether vou want to know more 
about the environment and how to save our planet, wonder about the 
way things work, enjoy studying the stars and planets, find fascinating 
the habits of animals, or want to know more about vour own bodv, the 
section titled Science All around You offers many choices. (It might also 
provide ideas for a science-fair prc^ject.) 

Obviouslv, some categories overlap. In the section Words to Re- 
member we grouped all the short stories in one chapter and the poems 
in another. Short stories include senile ghost stories that could also be 
listed in Chapter 9, "Occult, Horrc^r, Ghosts, and Unexplained Phenom- 
ena," and other stories about families or growing up. But we chose to 
list them bv genre. One way you can find books about a subject that might 
be listed in another category is to look up the topic in the subject index. 
It vou IcH^k under "ghosts" in the subject index, for example, you will 
find a listing of all the books abcuit ghosts, not just those in Chapter 9. 

We ended this volume of Your Reading with Facts, Figures, and Fun. 
This i^ the section where vou'll find books abc>ut hcnv to build or make 
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things, books about your favorite sports or entertainment, books of jokes, 
and trivia. Browse through this section. Something is sure to catch your 
attention. 

How can I use the different indexes at the end of the book? 

At the end of Your Reading, you will find three different indexes. Each 
index directs you to a chapter and annotation number (i.e., 2.22 directs 
yon to Chapter 2, the twenty-second annotation). One index lists the 
authors of the books alphabetically. Another index lists the titles. The in- 
dex you may use the most often is the subject index. If you are looking 
for a book on a particular topic, check here. For example, suppose you 
want to learn more about Native Americans. If you look under Native 
Americans in the subject index, you will be directed to Fly Like an Eagle, 
a novel in Chapter 1, The Choctaw Code, historical fiction in Chapter 11, 
and YJounded Knee, a history book in Chapter 12. Though each of these 
books is annotated in a different chapter, the index will lead you directly 
to them. 

Can Your Reading help me with a school assignment? 

Absolutely! We hope you will use Your Reading regularly to help you find 
books about the topics you are studying in school. Suppose your class is 
about to begin a thematic unit on the environment. An entire chapter of 
Your Reading is devoted to books that focus on saving the planet. Brows- 
ing through that chapter should lead you to several helpful books. In 
addition, the subject index might lead you to fictional works about teens 
who worked on environmental issues. 

Perhaps your assignment is to write a paper about some aspect of 
World War II. The subject index will point you to specific novels in the 
"Looking Back: Historical Fiction" chapter; to biographies and autobi- 
ographies in "People to Know"; and to historical accounts in "Under- 
standing the Past: History." The subject index will save you the trouble 
of reading every annotation in those three chapters to find the specific 
books that will help you collect information for your paper. 

Does Your Reading include series books? 

Of course. Many of the books published today are organized into series 
by the book publishers. We annotated at least one book in any series we 
selected, and we included the titles or subjects of other books in the se- 
ries that were published during 1993 and 1994. To help answer your ques- 
tions and guide your research, the subject index will lead you to some of 
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these other series books. We could not include the names of all the books 
in some of the series because new books continue to be published. For 
nonfiction series, our subject inde/ at the end of the book includes infor- 
mation about other titles in the series. For example, an ecology series that 
has separate books on endangered animals would be listed in the sub- 
ject index under each of the endangered animals included. 

How can we find out about titles published before 1993? 

To find annotations of books published prior to 1993, we recommend that 
you look in previous editions of Your Reading. The National Council of 
Teachers of English has published nine prior editions, and one of them 
may help you find the book you w^ant. 

To help you identify some outstanding titles published prior to 
1993, we have included an appendix titled "100 Books from 25 Years of 
Young Adult Literature." This is a list of one hundred of the best books 
published during the past twenty-five years. Obviously, our list does not 
have every important book published since 1967, but we have tried to 
include the best-known, touchstone books for junior high and middle 
school students. If you haven't read many of these, you might want to 
try a few. 

How can we identify books that have won awards or other 
recognition in 1993 and 1994? 

Some journals, groups of teachers and librarians, and even young people 
themselves publish lists of what they consider the best books for each 
year. To help you identify those titles which others have recognized, we 
have included a list of noted books in the appendix "Award-Winning 
Books in Your Reading" Because we didn't want to limit your reading to 
only those books which had been recognized as "best" by others, we have 
placed this information at the end of the book rather than within the chap- 
ters. That way, you can select the books that meet your own particular 
needs, not necessarily those that others have chosen for you. 

The quotation from Joseph Conrad at the beginning of this intro- 
duction refers to his goal as a waiter, using the power of words to make 
you see. All the authors in this book have used words in powerful ways. 
As you wind your way through Your Reading, we hope you'll enjoy read- 
ing their words. We did! Reading helps us see ourselves and the world 
around us in new ways. Enjoy!

Nicki Stine is thirteen years old and growing up in a hurry. She, 
her mother, and her younger brother have moved to escape her 
father's ruinous drug habit. Resentful of the new man in her 
mother's life, Nicki drinks, takes drugs, and joyrides with older 
friends; she is always on the edge of serious trouble. When her 
unsteady father reappears, she is forced to make some important 
decisions about her future.

Maggie Lavcheck believes in magic. When Maggie's father leaves 
her and her mother, he promises that he will magically solve all 
of Maggie's problems.

107 pp. ISBN 0-395-66610-4. 

Judge, his twin brother Jury, and their friends try to make the new 
African American student feel a part of their group from the first 
day. But Ayreai doesn't seem to appreciate the offer of friendship. 
Judge and Jury liave some other worries, however. Their mom's 
new boyfriend Frank may soon become their new father. They 
have to convince their mom that Frank is not Mr. Right.

The 
family lives through the exhilaration and the losses the entire 
country experiences during the 1967 war.

Ginnie Ryan spends her seventeenth summer sorting out both 
anger and confusion. Ginnie's anger comes from learning that her 
parents sent her to stay with her grandmother because they were 
considering divorce while she was gone. Her confusion comes 
from her involvement with new friends and a new romance that 
seems out of hand. All in all, Ginnie feels as if her whole life is 
hurtling out of control, and she is not sure what to do about it.

Brad and his younger brother Charlie are so angry and hurt by 
their mother's decision to leave and live on her own that they 
refuse to even return her phone calls.

They mistakenly assume that the mother has killed one of her 
kittens and desperately try to protect the survivor

Nicky tries to buy some time to sort things out and ends up liv- 
ing in an abandoned building known as St. Mark's Road Squat. 
When his housemates recruit him for criminal capers, Nicky dis- 
covers how tough life can be on the streets of London. 

1.11 Blume, Judy. Here's to You, Rachel Robinson. Orchard Books, 
1993. 196 pp. ISBN 0-531-06801-3. 

In this sequel to Just as Lon;^ ns We're Together, Rachel faces up- 
heaval in her life when her brother Charles returns home after 
being expelled from boarding school. Charles knows just how to 
needle her, teasing her about her status as a "gifted" intellect. Her 
friends like him and can't understand why she is upset. As Rachel 
struggles to live with Charles, she learns more about her own 
identity and becomes closer to others, particularly some very 
handsome members of the opposite sex. 

1.12 Bond, Nancy Truth to Tell. Macmillan, 1994. 325 pp. ISBN 0-689- 
50601-5. 

Leaving Cambridge, England, and her stepfather makes no sense 
to fourteen-year-old Alice, bu<- her mother is determined to take 
an opportunity to assist Miss Fairchild in writing the history of 
her estate, Florestan, in New Zealand. When Alice and her mother 
arrive at Florestan, however, they find themselves tending to the 
elderly Miss Fairchild and her enormous, neglected house instead 
of writing the book. 

1.13 Boyd, Candy Dawson. Chevrolet Saturdays. Macmillan, 1993. 176 
pp. ISBN 0-02-711765-0. 

The divorce of Joey's parents, and his mother's subsequent remar- 
riage to a man he can only bring himself to call Mr. Johnson, have 
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thrown Joey into a tailspin. He is in constant trouble with his fifth- 
grade teacher, who fails to recognize Joey's scientific gifts. When, 
through an act of negligence, Joey is responsible for the near-death 
of Mr. Johnson's beloved dog, he gains a new understanding of 
responsibility. 

1.14 Buchanan, Dawna Lisa. The Falcon's Wing. Avon/Camelot, 1993. 
116 pp. ISBN 0-380-72102-3. 

After her mother's death, Bryn and her father move to Canada 
to live with Aunt Pearl and Cousin Winnie on their farm. Bryn is 
miserable among these strangers. Her grief for her mother colors 
everything that happens, pushing her into a near tragedy. The 
only thing that can mend Bryn's broken heart is for her to become 
part of a family again, if she can allow those who love her to reach 
her. 

1.15 Buehler, Stephanie Jona. There's No Surf in Cleveland. Clarion 
Books, 1993. 136 pp. ISBN 0-395-62162-3. 

Sixth-grader Phillip wants his old home in Ohio back, complete 
with snow at Christmas and Dad. But since his parents' divorce, 
Phillip has lived with Los Angeles sunshine and sweat. His mom 
and best friend, Washington, tell him to "adjust." Phillip hates 
that word. Finally, a starfish, a tofu burrito, and the school bully 
help him learn how not to be miserable forever. 

1.16 Bunting, Eve. Sharing Susan. HarperTrophy, 1994. 122 pp. ISBN 
0-06-440430-7. 

Twelve-year-old Susan knows something is wrong at home. Her 
parents are engaging in secret conversations, and they seem up- 
set. Susan learns that they have spoken with an attorney and sus- 
pects her parents must be getting a divorce. Even though Susan 
tries to imagine the worst, she is unprepared for the news that 
she and another baby were switched at birth. Now, twelve years 
later, her mom and dad break the news that her biological par- 
ents want her back. 

1.17 Bunting, Eve. The In-Between Days. HarperCollins, 1994. 119 pp. 
ISBN 0-06-023609-4. 

George Bowser is quite content with the life he, his father, and 
younger brother James have on the island. During the summer, 
George spends time with his friends fishing and riding bikes. 
After school in the winter he helps his father work on the bikes 
for the rental shop he owns. The pattern of his life is completely 
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upset, however, when Caroline Best and his father become more 
than just friends. George's plan to keep Caroline away from his 
family works, but during the in-between days of winter, George 
learns about how love and sacrifice can keep a family together. 

1.13 Cannon, A. E. Amazing Gracie. Dell Publishing, 1^93. 214 pp. 
ISBN 0-440-21570-6. 

In froubled families, super-kids like Gracie often emerge to keep 
things together. Grade's father died young, and her mother, 
Cynthia, suffers from severe depression; when she collapses, 
there's only Gracie to take care of things. When Giacie is fifteen 
years old, Cynthia marries a good-hearted but inept man with an 
endearing but emotionally needy six-year-old son from a previ- 
ous marriage. The family tries to make a new^ start, but Grade's 
mother attempts suicide, putting Gracie through a series of emo- 
tional crises. 

1.19 Carris, Joan. Just a Little Ham. Minstrel Books, 1993. 135 pp. ISBN 
0-671-74783-5. 

Cory is used to her psychologist-mother bringing home animals 
to observe, so she isn't too surprised to see a week-old orphaned 
mini-pig sitting on the kitchen table. Panaora soon becomes part 
of the family, jogging, swimming, and raiding the refrigerator. 
Cory thinks it's fun being a pig's mom until Pandora unlocks the 
door, escapes, and Cory finds out that there are laws against keep- 
ing farm animals in town. How can she convince everyone that 
Pandora's really just a pet? 

1.20 Casev Maude. Over the Water. Henry Holt and Company, 1994. 
241 pp. ISBN 0-8050-3276-2. 

Isolated by her strict Catholic mother, Mary is forced to live friend- 
less on her grandmother's farm in Ireland. Working alongside her 
relatives, Mary learns about her heritage. She begins to see her 
mother in a new way as she starts to understand the prejudice 
and sorrow that surrounded her mother's life. 

1.21 Cooney, Caroline B. Whatever Happened to Janie? Delacorte 
Press, 1993. 199 pp. ISBN 0-385-31035-8. 

In this sequel to The Face on the Milk Carton, fifteen-year-old Janie 
Johnson discovers she is actually Jennie Spring, kidnapped at the 
age of three and now presumed dead. Learning she is alive, 
Jennie's birth family insists she live with them. But she can nei- 
ther relinquish her former life nor cultivate a new one, despite 
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pleas from both sets of parents to do so. Confused, Janie attempts 
to transform herself into Jennie, causing upheaval while inspir- 
ing love and pain in both "real" families. 

1.22 Cooper, Melrose. Life Riddles. Henry Holt and Company, 1993. 
90 pp. ISBN 0-8050-2613-4. 

At twelve, Janelle's life is difficult. With her dad gone, the family 
struggles with almost no money, disconnected electricity, and little 
hope of things getting better. When Aunt Barbara encourages her 
to follow her dream and become a writer, Janelle finds that she 
indeed has something to say. Her wTiting becomes not only a way 
to help the family but also a way to cope with the hardships of 
life.

(Know what happens when the ribbon comes off?), and one about 
the giant's missing toe (Guess what is served for dinner?). 

Illustrated by 
Marilee Heyer. Viking, 1993. 32 pp. ISBN 0-670-81741-4. 

Using a picture-book format, illustrator Marilee Heyer retells this 
old tale about a prince, a princess, and a wild creature. When the 
prince's golden ball disappears into the cage of a monstrous wild 
man, the wild man gives it back in return for his release. Prince 
and wild man leave the castle together to escape the King's rage. 
As the prince grows to manhood, far from home and disguised 
as a commoner, he proves his heroism, aided by "the creature." 

5.12 Isaacs, Anne. Swamp Angel. Illustrated by Paul Zelinsky. Dutton 
Children's Books, 1994. 40 pp. ISBN 0-525-45271-0. 

This is a tall tale about a larger-than-life, incredibly strong, love- 
her-for-a-friend type, red-headed heroine. Called Swamp Angel 
after age twelve by the grateful folks she saved in Dejection 
Swamp, Angelica Longrider regularly performs "eyepopping" 
acts of bravery. The author's use of colorful language and

Imagine hearing the story of an Inuit skeleton woman, the drama 
intensifying as drums beat in the background. Better yet, imag- 
ine telling another tale, tor instance, that of the Biblical Miriam 
and the Red Sea, your solo enhanced by drum music. The book 
not only contains ten folktales, it also describes the types of drums 
and drumming patterns appropriate for each story. 

5.14 Jaffe, Nina, and Steve Zeitlin. While Standing on One Foot: 
Puzzle Stories and Wisdom Tales from the Jewish Traditions. 

Illustrated bv John Segal. Henry Holt and Company, 1993. 120 pp. 
ISBN 0-8050-2594-4. 

In his wise custody ruling. King Solomon decreed that an infant 
be given to the woman who preferred that her child be given away 
rather than split in half. Jewish tradition includes numerous sto- 
ries like this in which wise people think up ingenious solutions 
to horrible predicaments. Test your problem-solving skills on situ- 
ations from Jewish folklore. Be the entrepreneur who chooses 
between death by hanging or death by losing one's head, or imag- 
ine yourself as Hershel, the starving cook, who ate a goose leg 
and now has to prove to the nobleman, his employer, that some 
geese really have just one leg. 

5.15 Knutson, Barbara, reteller. Sungura and Leopard: A Swahili 
Trickster Tale. Illustrated by Barbara Knutson. Little, Brown and 
Company, 1993. 32 pp. ISBN 0-316-50010-0. 

Hare and leopard, two mortal enemies, find themselves sharing 
the same house. How they come to terms with each other and how 
Sungura, which means hare in Swahili, comes to scare the leop- 
ard away makes this story a good choice for oral storytelling. The 
hare in this African tale is a trickster and could be contrasted to 
the Cherokee rabbit in Gayle Ross's Hoiv Rabbit Tricked Oltcr or 
Brer Rabbit in The Last Tales of U)icle Remus by Julius Lester. 

5.16 Lester, Julius, reteller. The Last Tales of Uncle Remus. Illusi:rated 
by Jerry Pinkney Dial Books, 1994. 156 pp. ISBN 0-8037-1303-7. 

They may be little, but they're powerful, so don't over 'cross 
swords with a mad crawfish," Julius Lester warns in "Why the 
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Earth Is Mostly Water." All thirty-nine African American folktales 
in this collection are short, powerful, and full of great wit, great 
fights, and lots of roaring and hollering. The tales, filled with fa- 
miliar characters like Brer Rabbit, Bear, and Fox, also include new- 
comers like Linktum Lidy Lody Tinktum Tidy. 

5.17 Lester, Julius. John Henry. Illustrated by Jerry Pinkney. Dial 
Books, 1994. 40 pp. ISBN 0-8037-1607-9. 

John Henry is a folk hero often told about in song, and this story 
renders a version full of rich details about his life, from his birth 
to his incredible battle of human might against the machine. John 
Henry's early race against Ferret-Faced Freddy and his later burial 
on the White House lawn may surprise some readers. The beau- 
tiful illustrations and powerful language make this book enjoy- 
able. 

5.18 Lewis, J. Patrick. The Frog Prince. Illustrated by Gennady Spirin. 
Dial Books, 1994. 32 pp. ISBN 0-8037-1624-9. 

This famous Russian folktale includes the transformation of a 
prince into a frog and involves the traditional Russian royalty (tsar 
and sons), as well as beautiful Vasilisa the Wise, gruesome Baba 
Yaga, and evil Koskchei, the Invincible. The sumptuous illustra- 
tions of embroidered textiles and period costumes add to the plea- 
sure of this tale. 

5.19 Mayo, Margaret. Magical Tales from Many Lands. Illustrated by 
Jane Rav. Dutton Children's Books, 1993. 128 pp. ISBN 0-525- 
45017-3.' 

These fourteen short tales with international roots (Caribbean, 
French, Zulu, Japanese, Native American) are as interesting to 
read as they are fun to tell. There are stories about looking for 
acceptance, needing a place to belong, and finding someone to 
love. 

5.20 McKinley, Robin, retcller. Beauty: A Retelling of the Story of 
Beauty and the Beast. HarperTrophy, 1993. 247 pp. ISBN 0-06- 
440477-3. 

Like the traditional version, this tale focuses on Beauty, the young- 
est of three daughters, the one who, because she agrees to live in 
the Beast's castle, saves her father from death. But the modern 
Beauty is more complicated than her fairy-tale counterpart, and 
she must summon courage, acting quickly os her father loses the 
family fortune and home. 
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5.21 Minters, Frances. Cinder-Elly. Illustrated by G. Brian Karas. Vi- 
king, 1994. 32 pp. ISBN 0-670-84417-9. 

This funny rap version of the Cinderella story begins, "Once upon 
a time/ Or so they tell me,/ There was a girl/ Called Cinder-Elly." 
In this version, Prince Charming plays basketball and the "slip- 
per" is a sneaker, but even in this jazzed-up tale, true love pre- 
vails so that in the end they look "pretty snappy" and live "for- 
ever happy." 

5.22 Napoli, Donna Jo. Magic Circls. Dutton Children's Books, 1993. 
118 pp. ISBN 0-525-45127-7. 

A version of "Hansel and Gretel/' this tale features a mysterious 
woman whom the townspeople call "Ugly One." Afraid and sus- 
picious of her, they don't understand her powers but remain quite 
willing to accept her gifts of healing. As she attempts to improve 
her abilities to help others. Ugly One inadvertently creates and 
uses the "magic circle/' tempting the devils and becoming a sor- 
cerer who eats children. 

5.23 Onyefulu, Obi, reteller. Chinye: A West African Folk Tale. Illus- 
trated by EvieSafarewicz. Viking, 1994. 32 pp. ISBN 0-670-85115- 
9. 

Orphaned, with a mean stepmother and a lazy stepsister, Chinye 
obediently does all family work. Because of her ow^n good quali- 
ties, Chinye finds her fortune, aided by compassionate animals 
and a kindly old woman. Sound familiar? 

5.24 Oodgeroo. Dreamtime: Aboriginal Stories. Illustrated by 
Bronwyn Bancroft. Lothrop, Lee & Sheparl, 1994. 96 pp. ISBN 0- 
688-13296-0. 

Both author and illustrator of this attractive book come from 
Australian Aboriginal roots. Together, they've created a book of 
the Aboriginal myths of how Rainbow Serpent created life, why 
bones and shells must be gathered and piled together after meals, 
who accompanies the dead to the shadow land, and much more. 

5.25 Orgel, Doris. Ariadne, Awake! Illustrated by Barry Moscr. V^iking, 
1994. 74 pp. ISBN 0-670-85158-2. 

Ariadne, daughter of Minos, wonders if her half-brother, whose 
birth killed their mother, is the indisputably cruel monster every- 
one Stivs he is. M.ivbe this crealurt^ half-human, half-hull, is evil 
because he never knew kindness. Ariadne may not be able to 
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change her half-brother, but she does transform herself as she 
finds love and faces great danger.

The Feather Merchants and Other Tales 
of the Fools of Chelm. Beech Tree Books, 1993. 114 pp. ISBN 0- 
688-12568-9. 

Are they the world's wisest people or the biggest fools? Reach 
your own conclusion about the people of Chelm after reading 
these funny and wise tales from Eastern European Jewish folk- 
lore. Can you answer their riddles? (What do you have that other 
people use more than you? Your name.) These thirteen folktales 
feature the mythical village of Chelm, but you might know people 
like them in your town.

They accuse Shiva of mur- 
dering the woman, who turns out to be The Hag, spiritual leader 
of the Barradiks. The penalty for murder is death by stoning — 
unless someone from Shiva's tribe can rescue her.

When settlers began moving west of the Mi^^^^issippi River, Na- 
tive Americans of the Southwest and the Great Plains knew that 
their independence would soon be taken from them if they did 
not resist. Cochese, Geronimo, Red Cloud, and Sitting Bull were 
all proud leaders who fought to defend their lands, their people, 
and their way of life from the settlers who threatened them. They 
saw their people suffer the worst kind of injustices: hunger, sick- 
ness, forced migrations, and near annihilation at Wounded Knee 
in 1890. 

12.21 Eschle, Lou. The Curse of Tutankhamen. Lucent Books, 1994. 48 
pp. ISBN 1-56006-152-9. 

Was there a curse on Tutankhamen's tomb? In 1922, Lord 
Carnarvon funded the expedition to find the tomb, with Howard 
Carter as the leader. Carter was filled with excitement as they 
broke through the door and entered the tomb. Shortly after. Carter 
became gravely ill, and Lord Carnarvon died. By 1929, twenty- 
two people who had worked on the opening of the tomb were 
dead. Cursed or not? You decide in this new addition to the se- 
ries Exploring the Unknown. 

12.22 Fleischman, Paul. Bull Run. Woodcuts by David Frampton. 
HarperCollins, 1993. 102 pp. ISBN 0-06-021 445-5. 

Fleischman finds the human element in war by showing how six- 
teen individuals, including a black soldier, a young musician, a 
photographer, and a doctor, all felt about the first battle of the Civil 
War. Each tells a personal story, but, taken as a whole, these nar- 
ratives form a full-blown view of armed conflict in general and 
the Battle of Bull Run in particular. 

12.23 Fraser, Mary Ann. Ten Mile Day and the Building of the Trans- 
continental Railroad. Illustrated by Mary Ann Fraser. Henry Holt 
and Company, 1993. 34 pp. ISBN 6-8050-1902-2. 

Two companies laying track for the first transcontinental rail- 
road — the Union Pacific, starting in Omaha, and the Central Pa- 
cific, starting in Sacramento — became fierce competitors. Chal- 
lenged by their rivals, the Central Pacific crew built ten miles of 
track in one day, laying 3,520 rails with eight track layers, lifting 
125 tons of iron each. This book describes the manpower, the 
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materials, the problems, and the determination required to accom- 
plish this incredible feat. 

12.24 Freedman, Russell. Kids at Work: Lewis Hine and the Crusade 
against Child Labor. Clarion Books, 1994. 104 pp. ISBN 0-395- 
58703-4. 

In 1911, five-year-olds worked shelling shrimp, eight-year-olds 
worked in cotton mills, and ten-year-olds worked in the mines. 
They toiled eleven or twelve hours a day and often lost fingers, 
toes, or their lives. A former teacher, Lewis Hine, was so disturbed 
about the misuse of children in the work force that he traveled 
around taking photographs to document the horrors of child la- 
bor. His photographs mobilized public opinion for laws protect- 
ing children from abusive and dangerous working conditions. 

12.25 Fremon, David K. The Trail of Tears. Nevv Discovery Books, 1994. 
96 pp. ISBN 0-02-735745-7. 

With no warning, the Cherokee, nearly 17,000 strong, were herded 
by United States soldiers from their homeland to a reservation in ^ 
Oklahoma. The Trail of Tears relates events leading to the cruel, 
forced migration of these Native Americans from their home east 
of the Mississippi to strange new lands. This book, part of the 
American Events series, provides insight into a significant event 
in North American history. 

12.26 Fritz, Jean. Around the World in a Hundred Years. G. P. Putnam's 
Sons, 1994. 128 pp. ISBN 0-399-22527-7. 

Jean Fritz weaves together history, biography, travelogues, and 
humor as she tells of ten explorers who helped map the unknown. 
Prior to the discoveries of these explorers, people believed that 
along the west coast of Africa, water boiled, people turned black, 
and ships caught fire in the poisonous air. Prince Henry the Navi- 
gator initiated a century of discovery that began around 1421. 
Cabral, Ponce de Leon, Magellan, and others were ambitious ex- 
plorers seeking gold, fame, adventure, or eternal youth. 

12.27 Fry, Annette R. The Orphan Trains. Nevv Discovery Books, 1994. 
96 pp. ISBN 0-02-735721-X. 

This new series called American Lven^s provides well-docu- 
mented information about significant happenings in American 
history. One such event, which began in the 1850s and lasted for 
seventy-five years, involved the movement of 100,000 orphaned 
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or abandoned children. These children from eastern cities such 
as New York and Boston were placed on trains, called Orphan 
Trains, and sent west. As trains made stops, children were lined 
up at the stations for families to adopt. This movement, begun 
by the Children's Aid Society, was meant to provide homes to 
homeless children; but in some cases, it was a means of provid- 
ing cheap labor for farmers. 

12*28 Fry, Plantagenet Somerset. The Dorling Kindersley Illustrated 
History of the World. Dorling Kindersley, 1994. 384 pp. ISBN 1- 
56458-244-2. 

Scientists believe that life began on Earth some 4,600 million years 
ago. So that's where this book begins — with a quick look at the 
Paloezoic, Mesozoic, and Cenozoic eras. Then it moves into the 
time when modern humans begin to populate the world, around 
4,000 to 5,000 B.C. From there, this history provides a summary 
of the major events and people throughout time, with thoughts 
about what the future holds. Timelines, maps, photographs, and 
illustrations make this volume fun to read, as well as informative. 

12.29 Gonen, Rivka. Charge! Weapons and Warfare in Ancient Times.

With the findings of archeologists, ancient artwork, and ancient 
writings, historians have been able to discover much about weap- 
ons used throughout history. Read about weapons used for de- 
fense and survival from the beginning of time, like clubs or sa- 
bers; weapons used at distances, such as the javelin, the sling, or 
the bow and arrow; and heavy artillery like the catapult and the 
battering ram. 

12.30 Gonzalez, Christina. Inca Civilization. Children's Press, 1993. 36 
pp. ISBN 0-516-08380-5. 

Inca Civilization is one volume in the World Heritage series, which 
focuses on cultural and historical sites UNESCO has targeted for 
preservation around the world. Each volume features maps, 
drawings, and outstanding photographs of ancient sites, as well 
as timelines to give the historical perspective* In Inca Civilization, 
read how the records of the Incas come from oral tradition because 
the culture had no writing system. The people of this civilization, 
which covered the Andes Mountain regions of South America 
from the 1200s to the late 1500s, were responsible for many re- 
markable achievements.

They hid in convents, 
orphanages, attics, and even haystacks, often suffering starvation, 
fear, cruelty, and emotional neglect. These thirteen tell their sto- 
ries so that others might not forget.

Personal accounts and histori- 
cal facts are interwoven into a rich fabric of history, adventure, 
courage, and triumph.

On August 28, 1963 hundreds of thousands of individuals 
marched on Washington to show support for racial equality. On 
that day. Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. delivered his famous "I have 
a dream" speech. This event was a long time coming, and Haskins 
traces its development. You'll find leaders here, but the empha- 
sis is on the grassroots power of individuals, community groups, 
and congregations who traveled to Washington — where they 
came from, what they hoped for, and how they realized their own 
dreams.

Just two 
weeks after being accused, and without benefit of lawyers until 
the day of the trial, the youths were quickly found guilty In this 
fast-paced historical narrative, the deeply ingrained racism in our 
country surfaces through the tragic abuses suffered by these 
young men in courts and prisons.

Stations, stationmasters, conductors, train robbers! These all 
sound like terms associated with trains and railroads, but in this 
case they refer to the places and people that helped slaves in their 
escape to freedom, during the troubled times prior to the Civil 
War. The principal players in this organization, such as 
stationmasters Thomas Garrett and Levi Coffin, and conductors 
Bill Fairfield and Harriot Tubman, are highlighted in this woll- 
documcntcd history of the secret, underground network that 
moved people to freedom. 
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12.39 Heyes, Eileen. Children of the Swastika: The Hitler Youth. 

Millbrook Press, 1993. 96 pp. ISBN 1-56294-237-9. 

When Hitler became Chancellor of Germany in 1933, he knew he 
needed to shape the minds of young people so they would be his 
followers in the future. The Hitler Youth turned two million young 
people, beginning at age six, into servants of Hitler and the ter- 
rorist regime of the Nazis. Motivated by extra food rations, fun 
activities, and respect, these young people were taught to exer- 
cise unquestioning loyalty to the state; often they would turn in 
their own family members who made anti-Nazi remarks. 

With see-through illustrations 
by Bill Le Fever. Viking, 1993. 48 pp. ISBN 0-670-85098-5. 

This book is from a series called See Through Histor\; which fo- 
cuses on ancient civilizations. This volume looks at the Middle 
Ages, the period from the fifth century A.D. to the fifteenth cen- 
tury. See-through illustrations of a monastery, a castle, a guild 
shop, and a water mill, make this ancient time more real. Another 
title in the series. The Renaissance, by Tim Wood, co\'ers the blos- 
soming of the arts and sciences in the fifteenth and sixteenth cen- 
turies. See-through illustrations of the printing and paper-mak- 
ing process, a Florentine palace, St. Peter's Cathedral, and one of 
Columbus's ships complete this volume.

In 18th Century Clothing, readers learn how children of the 17()0s 
dressed, how they brushed their teeth, why men wore wigs, how 
the wigs were made, and what kind of makeup the ladies wore. 
The text and illustrations bring these topics and others up-close, 
so today's readers can see what one part of life in the eighteenth 
century was like. In 79/// Century Clothing, bv the same auth(^r, 
readers see how fashions have changed to include derby hats and 
mobcaps, gaiters and scarves.

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Communities series include A Colonial Town, which offers a look 
at Williamsburg, and Colonial Life, a book about colonists.

America's involvement in the war escalated so swiftly that Ameri- 
can soldiers had to drill using broomsticks until enough firearms 
were available. In this latest addition to the American War series, 
you will learn about World War I and why it was called "The War 
to End Wars."

Now a nuclear power, with a fifth of the world's population, 
China is a dominant political force in the twentieth century This 
book describes with vivid details the years betu^ecn 1949 and 1989, 
beginning with China's Communist revolution and civil war, and 
ending with the Tiananmen Square massacre. If you're interested 
in exploring the roots of the new China, you'll find this book help- 
ful.

Many people think the civil rights activists of the 1950s and 1960s 
were all adults. However, some of the most daring activists were 
children and teenagers. Claudotte Colvin was fifteen years old in 
1955 v.'hen, on a Montgomery city bus, she refused to give up her 
seat to a white person. Ben Chaney was a seasoned demonstra- 
tor against segregation by the time he was twelve. The author of 
this book has tracked down thirty individuals who, as children. 
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were a part of those violent times, and she has recorded their sto- 
ries. 

12.47 Levinson, Nancy Smiler. Turn of the Century. Lodestar Books, 
1994. 134 pp. ISBN 0-525-67433-0. 

Robber barons, westward expansion, immigration, civil rights, the 
workers' rights struggle, Theodore Roosevelt, Thomas Edison — 
these are among the issues, events, and perronalities that pro- 
pelled this country into the twentieth century. We can read about 
them in Nancy Levinson's chronicle of the late 1800s in America. 

12.48 Macauley, David. Ship. Houghton Mifflin, 1993. 96 pp. ISBN 0-

An underwater diver discovers an encrusted anchor on the ocean 
floor. This find leads to others: guns, ballast stones, and squared 
timber. Working with a team of archeologists and historians, the 
diver reconstructs a shipwreck, guessing the ruin to be a sixteenth- 
century caravel. Macauley extends the find through a fictitious 
diary, purportedly written in 1504 by the widow of a shipyard 
owner. This book allows you to speculate about the construction, 
destruction, and recreation of a voyage undertaken over 400 years 
ago. 

12.49 Marrin, Albert. Cowboys, Indians, and Gunfighters: The Story 
of the Cattle Kingdom. Atheneum, 1993. 196 pp. ISBN 0-689- 
31774-3. 

Columbus's second voyage to the new world brought more than 
people and supplies. It also brought the "noble beasts of Spain" — 
cattle and horses — which were unknown in the Americas until 
then. The cattle provided food for conquering Spaniards, and the 
horses made the Spaniards nearly invincible. From (his beginning, 
author Marrin brings you the magic of that period in American 
history when ranchers and cowboys ruled the Great Plains of the 
United States. 

12.50 Martin, Ana. Prehistoric Stone Monuments. Children's Press, 
1993. 36 pp. ISBN 0-516-08386-4. 

This book from the World Heritage series highlights the stone 
megaliths erected during the Neolithic Age thousands of years 
ago. These ancient structures, found mostlv in Western Europe 
and the British Isles, date from 2000 to 1500 B.C. Each stone slab 
weighs around 100 tons. The slabs arc^ usually arranged in nws 
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or in a circle. Some people believe they might have had a religious 
meaning. 

The Royal King- 
doms of Ghana, Mali, and Songhay: Life in Medieval Africa. 

Henry Holt and Company, 1994. 140 pp. ISBN 0-8050-1670-8. 

Much of the history of medieval western Africa comes to us from 
the griots, the oral historians whose stories are still recited today. 
The people of the ancient kii igdoms of Ghana, Mali, and Songhay 
called the Land of Blacks by the ancient Arabs, have endured, and 
their significant history is only beginning to be reconstructed. Tliis 
book uses current and sometimes conflicting sources to recreate 
the history of the Western Sudan for young readers.

Because black men felt the Civil War was about ending slavery, 
they demanded their right to fight. When finally given the op- 
portunity over 200,000 black men fought, and 39,000 lost their 
lives. Often saddled with the most labor-intensive duties, many 
of these men worked harder in the army than as slaves, and they 
endured cruel disciplinary actions. While white soldiers rested, 
black soldiers often dug ditches and buried the dead, but they 
only earned half the salary of a white soldier.

Serious problems, including homelessness, starvation, and fear 
of retaliation faced our country in the years following the Civil 
War. Using first-person accounts, actual photographs, and \*intage 
drawings, this volume explores the challenges of rebuilding cit- 
ies and farms, rejoining families torn apart, easing strife between 
southerners and the newly freed slaves. The freed slaves were 
struggling for the rights of citizenship and coping with the emer- 
gence of white supremacy groups.

Beginning with the 
buildings of the Iroquois, and including the patterns of the Na- 
vaho, Pueblo, Mohave, Pawnee, Delaware, and Plains Indians, the 
authors construct a solid foundation for understanding our 
country's earliest houses and those who lived in them.

The Louisiana Purchase in 1803, Jefferson's 
most significant decision, doubled the size of our country and en- 
couraged westward exploration and expansion. However, his 
decision to try Aaron Burr for treason endangered the civil liber- 
ties of a citizen and symbolized a growing political issue in our 
country.

12.56 Morris, Juddi. The Harvey Girls: The Women Who Civilized the 
West. Walker & Company, 1994. 101 pp. ISBN 0-8027-8302-3. 

By 1880, over 100 Harvey House Restaurants prepared quality 
meals for Santa Fe Railroad passengers. Those meals were served 
by "Harvey girls": farmers' daughters, adventurers, immigrants, 
college students. Owner Fred Harvey provided excellent train- 
ing and benefits. He required his employees to live in company 
dormitories and follow strict codes of behavior both in and out 
of the dining rooms. Period photographs, personal anecdotes, and 
lively text tell the story of Fred Harvey's restaurants and the girls 
and women who loyally worked for him. 

12.57 Moser, Barry. Fly! A Brief History of Flight Illustrated. Willa 
Perlman Books, 1993. 56 pp. ISBN 0-06-022893-8. 

Splendid watercolor paintings, accompanied by a brief text, bring 
aviation history to life. The book highlights sixteen key historical 
events, beginning with the invention of the hot-air balloons, mov- 
ing to the Wright Brothers' flight, and ending with the space 
shuttle. A timeline accompanying each of the events indicates 
concurrent milestones in world history. More illustrations and 
detailed background inforn^ation concerning the sixteen events 
can be found in the historical notes.

Dorling Kindersley, 1993. 64 pp. ISBN 0-679-84014-1. 

The life of the cowboy, often glorified, sometimes romanticized, 
was always hard, exciting, and an important part of the develop- 
ment of this country. In Cowboy you get an up-close look at guns 
and gunslingers, charros and vaqueros, the South American gau- 
chos, cowboys from down under. North American cowboys, and 
cowboys who are girls. Coxvboy talks about boots, spurs, chaps, 
saddles, trail drives, branding irons, and gunslingers — all a part 
of the cowboy's rugged life.

This forced move meant leaving behind more than 
friends and possessions; it also meant a loss of self-worth and 
dignity.

This informative biography of our eigh- 
teenth President goes beyond his fame as a Civil War leader and 
President of the United States, to reveal information about his 
childhood, his formal and informal education, and his devotion 
to his family.

From the time she was a girl living on Prince Edward Island in 
Canada, Lucy Maud Montgomery dreamed of becoming a writer. 
Although her family disapproved, Maud wrote constantly, draw- 
ing on her own experiences and creating the beloved character 
Anne of Green Gables. If you've loved her books or enjoyed the 
television series based on them, you'll enjoy learning more about 
this spirited woman who was determined to make her dream 
come true. 

13.12 Burchard, Peter. "WeTl Stand by the Union'': Robert Gould 
Shaw and the Black 54th Massachusetts Regiment. Facts on File, 
1993. 132 pp. ISBN 0-8160-2609-2. 

Robert Gould Shaw, the son of abolitionists, grew up to be the 
white commander of the first regiment of black soldiers to be 
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formed after the Emancipation Proclamation. This bool< tells of 
his youth, but mostly about his bravery and that of the African 
American soldiers under his command, who knew that if they 
were captured, they would probably be killed rather than taken 
as prisoners of war. 

13.13 Burford, Betty. Al Gore: United States Vice President. Enslow, 
1994. 128 pp. ISBN 0-89490-496-5. 

Al Gore, born into a political family, grew up with two separate 
lives, one in Washington D.C., when Congress was in session, and 
one on his family's 250-acre farm in Tennes.^ ee. Although both he 
and his father opposed the Vietnam War, he enlisted shortly af- 
ter college graduation and his marriage to his childhood sweet- 
heart. His experiences in Vietnam troubled him. Eventually he 
decided upon a political career — one that has taken him to high 
office as Vice President of the United States. 

13.14 Ryan, Gary, compiler and editor. Louisa May Alcott: Her Girl- 
hood Diary. Illustrated by Mark Graham. BridgeWater Books, 
1993. 56 pp. ISBN 0-8167-3139-X. 

Louisa May Alcott, who wrote Little Women and other stories, 
destroyed most of her girlhood diary. Here, remaining excerpts, 
letters, and poems are combined with the editor's notes to show 
you the real "]o March," with her "dreadful" temper. Experienc- 
ing extreme poverty as a child, Louisa May vowed that she would 
earn enough to give her family necessities and more. 

13.15 Colman, Penny. A Woman Unafraid: The Achievements of 
Frances Perkins. Illustrated with family photographs. Atheneum, 
1993. 129 pp. ISBN 0-689-31853-7. 

Frances Perkins, Secretary of Labor under President Franklin 
Roosevelt, was the first woman cabinet member. A career woman 
when few women were, she commuted to Washington for her new 
job because her husband wanted to stay in New York. Feeling a 
real mission to better the lives of workers, she was instrumental 
in setting up Social Security, unemployment insurance, fairer 
wages, and safer working conditions. 

13.16 Cooper, Floyd. Coming Home: From the Life of Langston 
Hughes. Phik^mel Books, 1994. 32 pp. ISBN 0-399-226S2-6. 

As a little boy, Langstc^n Hughes would sit on the porch listening 
to his grandmother tell stories of black heroes. While growing up, 
he dreamed (^f living with his actress mother and his lawyer father, 
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who had left him and moved to Mexico. As an adult, he moved 
to Harlem, w^here he w^rote stories and poems and came to real- 
ize that home was within himself. 

13.17 Cytron, Barry, and Phyllis Cytron. Myriam Mendilow: Mother 
of Jerusalem. Lerner Publications, 1994. 128 pp. ISBN 0-8225- 
4919-0. 

Myriam was born in 1909 in Safed, a town overlooking the sea of 
Galilee and the Jordan Valley. Her mother wanted for her daugh- 
ters more than her father and local custom encouraged. So 
Myriam learned to read. She grew up and became a social worker, 
committed to making life better for the elderly in Jerusalem. 

13.18 Denenberg, Barry The True Story of J. Edgar Hoover and the FBI. 

Scholastic, 1993. 202 pp. ISBN 0-590-43168-4. 

As the United States' top law-enforcement officer for nearly half 
a century, J. Edgar Hoover changed the image of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation (FBI) from a bungling, corrupt organization 
to a highly regarded government division. Under Hoover's lead- 
ership, the FBI fought organized crime and communism with new 
scientific law enforcement. But, Hoover's domain began to topple 
in the early 1970s when the FBI's Domestic Security files were 
stolen. Then, some people realized that the agency had often been 
operating outside the law.

When Susan Butcher was eight years old, she wrote a paper, "I

race in Alaska. This yearly race from Anchorage to Nome, Alaska, 
is a grueling challenge for drivers and dogs. To win it once is out- 
standing; to win it three times in a row, as Susan did, is close to 
incredible.

John Muir 's earliest memories were of his love for wild places and 
creatures in both his native Scotland and in Wisconsin, where he 
moved in 1849 at the age of eleven. He grew up to be a naturalist 
and an inventor. Among his inventions was a clock that caused 
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his bed to tip, dumping him on the floor when it was time to get 
up! He walked over much of the country and, believing that wil- 
derness must be preserved, he worked to create national parks 
and helped to found the Sierra Club. 

13.21 Duran, Gloria. Malinche: Slave Princess of Cortez. Linnet Books, 
1993.

Astrologers told Teteotcingo, an Aztec prince, that his child would 
rule over all the Aztec empire. When Malianali was born, her fa- 
ther held a huge celebration, even though she was a girl. But af- 
ter his death, Malianali's mother sold her into slavery, drastically 
changing the life of the little princess. She became La Malinche, 
translator, interpreter, and mistress to Cortez, the Spanish con- 
quistador.

Whether you like dance, classical art, classical music, or the fun 
world of puppets, the books in this series called The Importance 
of . . . can give you information about the people involved in those 
arts, jim Henson takes a close look at the creator of the Muppets. 
Louis Armstnvig by Adam Wong tells jazz lovers the story of that 
famous trumpeter. Martha Graham by Paula Bryant Pratt describes 
the life of the famous dancer. Wolfgang Aniadens Mozart by Roger 
K. Blakely and Michelangelo by William W. Lace take you back in 
time to those two famous artists, one a concert pianist and the 
latter a painter and sculptor. 

13.23 Evans, j. Edward. Charles Darwin: Revolutionary Biologist.

Charles, a shy and lonely boy, could not decide what he wanted 
to be when he grevs' up.

But he allowed Charles to go 
on a voyage from 1831 to i836, during which he collected plants 
and animals to study. This trip around the world changed his life.

Eleven-year-old Zlata lived in Sarajevo when the war began. She 
wrote at>out the war in her diary.

Oh, 
God, what is happening hLre? Hasn't there been enough?" 1 ater, 
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in October 1993 she wrote, "Life in a closed circle continues ... a 
life of waiting, of fear, a life where you want the circle to open 
and the sun of peace to shine down on you again." Like Anne 
Frank, Zlata has offered us a child's view of a tragic situation, with 
clarity and wisdom.

The first Congress of the United States met in 1789, but it was not 
until 1916 that a woman served in Congress.

This 
book tells the stories of ten women from different ethnic back- 
grounds, different parts of the U.S., and different political parties, 
who have been elected to Congress.

Phineas Taylor Barnum was born in 1810 in a society which loved 
nothing better than practical jokes. Young Taylor learned early to 
laugh at adversity. Disastrous fires and getting caught with 
"fakes" in his museum could i;ot stop him from becoming a great 
promoter, bringing to America tiny General Tom Thumb, opera 
singer Jenny Lind, and Jumbo the elephant. His name became 
almost synonymous with the circus, the "Greatest Show on 
Earth."

Harry Truman was an ordinary boy who grew up to be an extraor- 
dinary soldier and then became distinguished as a President who 
could make hard decisions and was willing to take responsibil- 
ity for them. He really believed the sign on his desk which said, 
"The buck stops here." In this book, you can read about a man 
who knew what he believed in and stood by his convictions.

Bette Bao, author of Sprin;^ Mooi and The Year of the Boar and Jackie 
Robinson, is a product of two cultures. Born in China, but living 
in the United States when the communists took over in China, she 
and her family could not go home because her father had worked 
for the Nationalists. She grew up, married, raised a family, wrote, 
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and eventually returned to China as the wife of the American 
ambassador. 

13.29 Freedman, Russell. Eleanor Roosevelt: A Life of Discovery. Pho- 
tographs from various sources. Clarion Books, 1993. 198 pp. ISBN 
0-89919-862-7. 

Eleanor Roosevelt, niece of President Teddy Roosevelt and wife 
of President Franklin Roosevelt, regarded herself as an "ugly 
duckling." Her mother called her "Granny/' and she described 
herself as a "child without beauty and painfully shy." Orphaned 
at a young age, she was raised by her grandmother. Eventually, 
she was regarded by many as "First Lady of the World." She was 
not only the President's wife, but also a public figure in her own 
right. 

13.30 Fritz, Jean. Harriet Beecher Stowe and the Beecher Preachers. 

G. P Putnam's Sons, 1994. 144 pp. ISBN 0-399-22666-4. 

When Harriet Beecher was born in 1811, her father said, "Wish it 
had been a boy." He wanted her eight brothers to be preachers, 
but he paid little attention to his four daughters. Harriet "longed 
to do something" and "to make some declaration on my own 
account." As an adult, she did make that declaration as she wrote 
articles and books, including Uncle Tom's Cabin, which influenced 
the way people felt about slavery.

Unlike many writers, Richard Peck did not begin writing until he 
was thirty-seven years old.

His books in- 
clude Are You in the House Alone?, Father Figure, Princess Ashley, 
Unfinished Portrait of Jessica, and Bel-Air Bambi and the Mall Rat:\ 
In Gallo's book about Peck, you can read about Peck as a teacher, 
a writer, and a person.

Elwyn White, as a child, trembled when he was called on to re- 
cite in class. As an adult, he refused to speak in public even when 
he was presented awards. At Cornell, friends predicted he would 
go far, nicknaming him "Andy" for Andrew White, the first presi- 
dent of the college. This book tells of the personal life and career 
of E. B. White, who wrote extensively for both adults and chil- 
dren, but who is most remembered for Charlottes Web. 
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13.33 Graff, Nancy Price. Where the River Runs: A Portrait of a Refu- 
gee Family. Photographs by Richard Howard. Little, Brown and 
Company, 1993. 71 pp. ISBN 0-316-32287-3. 

Buttra, Oudom, and their mother Sohka Prek immigrate to 
America to escape the civil war in their native Cambodia. In Bos- 
ton, their apartment is in a neighborhood of newcomers. Sohka 
works and attends school to learn English. The book enters the 
life of these modern pilgrims, as they attend school, watch TV, 
and shop in America. All the while, they remember their former 
home, retaining many Cambodian customs as they learn new 
ways. 

13.34 Greenfield, Eloi?e and Lessie Jones Little. Childtimes: A Three- 
Generation Memoir. Drawings by Jerry Pinkney; photographs 
from the authors' family albums. HarperTrophy, 1993. 178 pp.

Three African American women — grandmother, mother, and 
daughter — relate charming recollections of their "childtimes" in 
Parmele, North Carolina. Over a seventy-year time span, Parmele 
evolves from a bustling mill town to a train town and finally to a 
going-back-to-visit-in-the-summer hometown. Three voices com- 
municate the simple, everyday pleasures and challenges of child- 
hood: "dumb" suppers, friends, frog houses, new shoes, siblings, 
chores. Their lives are separate from mainstream America and are 
not untouched by racism, but their days are rich and full in spite 
of it.

These are three of the eleven contribu- 
tors to this volume, people who were children in Hungary dur- 
ing World War II. While none were sent to concentration camps, 
they recount their personal memories of the other horrors thrust 
on European Jews.

Adolf Hitler, as a child, adored his mother but disagreed with his 
father about almost everything. His ambition to be an artist was 
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thwarted when he was turned down by the Fine Arts Academy 
in Vienna. He buried his disappointment by getting involved with 
anti-Semitic groups flourishing at the time, and then he went on 
to become the leader of the infamous SS and Germany's Third 
Reich. 

13.37 Hurwitz, Johanna. Leonard Bernstein: A Passion for Music. Il- 
lustrated by Sonia O. Lisker. Jewish Publication Society, 1993. 72 
pp. ISBN 0-8276-0501-3. 

Leonard Bernstein loved music from th^ time he was a little bov, 
but his father told him to quit playing the piano. He did not want 
Lennie to be a musician because he was afraid that he would not 
be able to support himself. But nothing stopped this young man 
from pursuing his passion. He became a pianist, a composer, and 
a conductor of classical and popular music, one of the most be- 
loved musicians of his time.

Sequoyah, a Cherokee Indian, was born around 1770 in what is 
now Tennessee. An artistic young man, Sequoyah grew up fasci- 
nated by the white man's "talking leaves" or letters of the alpha- 
bet. At the time, the Cherokee language had no written form. But 
Sequoyah changed that by giving his people a way to write down 
their language. A leader of his people in many ways, he repre- 
sented the Cherokees in Washington, attempting' to keep the 
Cherokee on their homelands.

Swenson was considered one of America's finest poets. In this bi- 
ography, you'll read the story of her gritty determination to bo- 
come a first-rate poet and to support herself through her writing.

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her dream. She eventually overcame poverty and rejection, when 
national magazines began to publish her work. Here's a biogra- 
phy for aspiring writers who share Swenson's dream.

Alvin Ailey, African American dancer and choreographer, com- 
bined the gospel, blues, and dance-hall songs of his childhood 
with his knowledge of ballet, to create dances of his own mak- 
ing, such as "Revelations" and "Blues Suite." He has helped to 
make modern dance an art form appreciated by many instead of 
a few.

Lyss Grant, as his family called him, was an unknown shop clerk 
at the start of the Civil War. However, within three years, he led 
the United States armies to victory and became the eighteenth 
President of our country. From Shiloh to Vicksburg to Appomatox, 
this well-documented account uses diaries, letters, and vivid 
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prose to tell the story of U. S. Grant and his role in ending our 
country's most destructive war.

He ran away 
to Massachusetts, and to protect himself, he changed his name to 
Frederick Douglass. In Massachusetts he worked to end slavery. 
Now, Michael McCurdy has brought together Douglass's com- 
ments and thoughts about his life and put them into this version 
of his boyhood. 

13.46 McPherson, Stephanie Sammartino. Peace and Bread: The Story 
of Jane Addams. Carolrhoda Books, 1993. 96 pp. ISBN 0-87614- 
792-9. 

Jane Addams, born in 1861, grew up in a wealthy close-knit fam- 
ily, busy with school, dating, and parties. As a young woman, she 
became interested in doing something for those less fortimate than 
she. Eventually, she founded Hull-House, one of the first settle- 
ment homes for immigrants. She worked hard to implement child 
labor laws. Later she became a women's rights activist and a pro- 
ponent for international peace. Her life's work culminated in 
winning the Nobel Peace Prize. 

Little Louis and the Jazz Band: The Story 
of Lov 's ''Satchmo" Armstrong. Illustrated by Anna Rich. Lode- 
star Books, 1994.

ries, explains how seven-year-old Louis Armstrong discovered 
that when he took the end off the horn that announced his pres- 
ence to his coal customers, he could play tunes. From an early age, 
he loved the music he heard around his New Orleans neighbor- 
hood, and he grew up to be one of the great jazz musicians of all 
time.

Manya Sklodowska born into a poor family in Poland in 185?.

She 
met Pierre, a promising young physicist, whom she mtirried. To- 
gether, they discovered radium and helped in the fight against 
cancer. Their daughters. Eve and Irene, grew up in their parents' 
lab, and Irene became a scientist, too. Between them, Irene and 
Marie won three Nobel Prizes.

It was Alexander Graham Bell, inventor of the telephone, who first 
advised Helen Keller's father to get a private tutor for her, one 
trained in working with deaf children. Later that year, when Helen 
was seven, she wrote to thank him for freeing her from her 
"prison" of deafness and blindness. This story tells of their lives 
and of their friendship, which lasted until his death thirty-five 
years later.

In this People to Know series, you can learn about the life of the 
woman who serves as First Lady during the Clinton administra- 
tion, Hillary Rodham Clinton.

Other books 
in this series by Kathleen Krull describe life in Milwaukee's In- 
dian community and California's Latino neighborhoods.

Illustrations 
are by Apache artists and come from museum collections. 

14.14 Sita, Lisa. The Rattle and the Drum. The Millbrook Press, 1994.

F.very culture has its traditions, rituals, and ceremonies. Native 
American customs have been popularized by television and mov- 
ies, sometimes inaccurately. This book explains the original mean- 
ings of many of the ceremonies. For example, the Snake Ceremony 
of the Hopi is performed so that rain will come, while the Green 
Corn Dance of the Creek is done to ensure a good harvest. Sug- 
gested games, crafts, and recipes will allow you to experience 
some of these traditions.

Chernobyl: The Ongoing Story of the 
World's Deadliest Nuclear Disaster. New Discovery Books, 1993.

We think of a nuclear disaster as the subject of science fiction. 
But this story came true in 1986 in Chernobyl. Now, distortions, 
cover-ups, political upheaval, and poor data gathering make it 
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almost impossible to determine accurately all the effects of that 
nuclear-power-plant explosion in the Ukraine. However, there is 
evidence that Chernobyl is a nuclear nightmare that will affect 
thousands of people and the world's ecosystem for many years. 

15.13 Cohen, Daniel. Animal Rights: A Handbook for Young Adults. 

Millbrook Press, 1993. 128 pp. ISBN l-'56294-'219-'0. 

The ideas and actions of animal rights activists may influence 
what you eat or what you wear. Practices recommended by ani- 
mal rights activists include eating only a vegetarian diet, oppos- 
ing animal testing, campaigning against hunting and trapping, 
and protesting against the ill treatment of anirrals in zoos, cir- 
cuses, and other entertainment venues. This book not only ex- 
plains the issues that surround animal rights, but also lets you 
know how to become involved in the animal-rights movement. 

15.14 Cohen, Daniel. Cults. Millbrook Press, 1994. 128 pp. ISBN 1-56294- 
324-3. 

What is a cult? Are all cults evil? Who joins a cult? Is a cult a group 
of fanatics, a group of people who will die a violent death, or a 
group of dedicated individuals? Do all cult leaders brainwash 
their members? Cohen demystifies cults by tracing their origins 
and studying their methods. 

15.15 Davies, Nancy Millichap. Foster Care. Franklin Watts, 1994. 112 
pp. ISBN 0-531-11081-8. 

Foster care is full-time, substitute care of children outside their 
own homes, by caretakers other than biological parents. About 
340,000 young people were in foster care in the United States in 
1991. Although foster care is designed to protect children, being 
placed in a foster home is often a traumatic experience for them. 
This book, part of the Changing Family series, looks at contro- 
versies surrounding foster care and explores alternatives to the 
current system. 

15.16 Day, Nancy. Animal Experimentation: Cruelty or Science? 

Ensiow Publishers, 1994. 128 pp. ISBN 0-89490-578-3. 

Does saving the lives of humans justify using animals in medical 
and scientific research, or is animal experimentation morally 
wrong and unnecessary? This book from the Issue in Focus se- 
ries documents the arguments on both sides. The best hope for 
resolving this controversy lies in current and future technology, 
such as cell cultures and computer models. 
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15.17 Echo-Hawk, Roger, and Walter Echo-Hawk. Battlefields and 
Burial Grounds: The Indian Struggle to Protect Ancestral 
Graves in the United States, Lerner. Publications, 1994. 80 pp. 
ISBN 0-8225-2663-8. 

If the federal government informed you that they were digging 
up the graves of all your family members who had died and been 
buried, how would you react? In the name of science. Native 
American graves have been dug up freely, despite the strong re- 
ligious concerns many tribes have about protecting their dead 
from disturbance. This book chronicles the struggle of tribal gov- 
ernments to reclaim the remains of their ancestors for reburial.

In a 1992 Minnesota survey of 250 students, approximately 50 
percent of the teenage girls who responded to the sur\'ey reported 
having been sexually harassed at school, either verbally or physi- 
cally; another 30 penon^: stated that they had been harassed at 
work. The whole issue of sexual harassment and the laws con- 
cerning it are still relatively new and evolving, but the bottom line 
is this: sexual harassment is illegal. This book looks at people who 
have been harassed and at the laws being designed to protect 
them. 

15.19 Gay, Kathlyn. The New Power of Women in Politics, Enslow 
Publishers, 1994. 128 pp. ISBN 0-89490-584-B. 

Have you ever wondered how the feminist movement got started 
and why it was necessary? Did you know that prior to the move- 
ment, women in the United States were not allowed to own prop- 
erty, to vote, or to hold office? Trace the triumphs of fascinating 
women and their struggle for independence, rights, and change. 
The author packs this interesting book with facts and insights 
from the suffrage movement to current and recent political lead- 
ers, including Supreme Court Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg, At- 
torney General Janet Reno, and former Texas Governor Ann 
Richards. 

15.20 Goldish, Meish. Crisis in Haiti, Millbrook Press, 1 994. 64 pp. ISBN 
1-56294-553-X. 

Deyc won gc won ("Beyond the mountains there are more moun- 
tains") is a Haitian Creole proverb which reflects Haiti's strug- 
gles for democracy and better economic conditions. The flood of 
Haitian refugees into the United States and the terrorism against 
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Haitians by the ruling military prompted President Clinton to 
help Jean-Bertrand Aristide, the last democratically elected Hai- 
tian president, return to power in the fall of 1994. The future of 
Haiti is still very uncertain. 

15.21 Gottfried, Ted. Privacy: Individual Right v. Social Needs. 

Millbrook Press, 1994. 112 pp. ISBN 1-56294-403-7. 

Your locker is searched. Does that violate your rights? The right 
to privacy is not guaranteed by the Constitution. Issues of privacy 
are decided through court decisions. Many of these issues affect 
young people: random drug testing, searches of individuals and 
lockers or belongings, access to personnel or school records. 
Should you be able to tell authorities that they can't search you 
or your things?

While many issues, questions, and 
concerns were raised, most children expressed a thought that 
Philip Croom shared with the president: '1 am young and not able 
to vote, but I am also a child of the future so my feelings count." 

15.27 Hoose, Phillip. It's Our World, Too! Stories of Young People Who 
Are Making a Difference. Joy Street Books/Little, Brown and 
Company, 1993. 176 pp. ISBN 0-316-37241-2. 

Some people believe their individual ideas don't make much dif- 
ference. But some people think differently; they know that a few 
strong voices can change things. More important, they know that 
those voices don't have to come from the rich and the powerful 
to be powerful. Sometimes they come from kids. In this book you 
will meet young people who decided to do something about a 
problem they saw. For example, Dwaina, a fifth grader, started a 
soup kitchen in her own home for the homeless of her commu- 
nity.

The stories are heartbreaking, and there are no definite answers.

Even 
when the tribe is protected, modem curiosity and the desire to 
study tribal culture bring lifestyle changes among the natives and 
endanger their future existence.

For many years, groups in South Africa have clashed violently in 
an attempt to end racism and human-rights violations in their 
country. The government's policy of apartheid, separate laws for 
black and white people, assured whites a superior status, but 
people all over the world opposed apartheid and put pressure on 
South African leaders to change the system. Nelson Mandela's 
release from prison and his election in 1994 as South Africa's first 
black leader now provides hope for real change.

Without a protective layer of ozone, harmful ultraviolet 
rays damage the earth's plants and animals, including human 
beings.

Travel into the steamy Amazon Jungle of South America as you 
flip through this dazzling picture book. The full-page colored 
paintings and easy-to-read informative text bring to life the plants 
and animals of this exotic rain forest. You will meet caimans, ba- 
silisk lizards, and Orinoco crocodiles. You'll even encounter the 
world's largest rodent, known as a capybara, as well as the 
world's tiniest monkey, the pygmy marmoset. 

17.18 Keene, Ann T. Earthkeepers: Observers and Protectors of Nature. 
Oxford University Press, 1994. 222 pp. ISBN 0-19-507867-5. 

Throughout history, there have been men and women who cared 
about preserving the natural beauty of our Earth. This book is 
about those "keepers" and the roles they played. William Bartram, 
for example, was an eighteenth-century naturalist who lived in 
Florida. Today, saving the environment is a political issue, as 
ecologists balance nature and development. Also included is a list 
of conservation and nature organizations.

Imagine calling garbage a "veritable banquet!" Bianca Lavies does 
just that, as she builds a compost pile and then closely observes 
and photographs the process of decomposition. With enlarged, 
detailed photos, readers see hyphae on mold, as it turns a piece 
of old bread to liquid. Earthworms tunnel through the compost, 
changing the chemical composition of organic material. After 
reading this book, you'll want a compost pile of your own.

If you find yourself sniffling and sneezing at the same time each 
year, you might suffer from hay fever. But hay fe\'er is not caused 
by hay. This book describes a variety of plants, including trees, 
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bushes, grasses, and weeds, which cause allergies. If you suffer 
from hay fever, you can also learn how to reduce your symptoms. 

17.21 Lourie, Peter. Everglades: Buffalo Tiger and the River of Grass.

Chief Buffalo Tiger narrates the story of the Everglades and points 
out the diversity of species that exists there. He explains the spe- 
cial relationship that the Miccosukee Indians have with this wil- 
derness area, as well as the fragile balance of species of plants and 
animals, now affected by pollution and development. This is one 
of five books in a series about rivers. The others discuss the ecol- 
ogy of rivers, as the author journeys down them: Hudson River, 
Amazon River, Yukon River, and Delaware River.

Book for Kids. Illustrated by Pat Cupples. Tambourine Books, 
1993 (U.S. edition).

The two hilarious plays in this book use satire and perspective 
shifts to make their points! "Be Kind to Your Mother (Earth)" takes 
actors through a time warp, revisiting the Boston Tea Party, 
George Washington and the cherry tree, and the Dodo bird, to 
discuss lost possibilities: "If only 1 had..." In the end, the charac- 
ters find that the future is theirs, for shaping the environment.

Imagine a baby who drinks 150 gallons of its mother's milk a day 
This baby, the biggest baby in the world, is the blue whale, which 
weighs about 2,5()0 pounds at birth. Twenty-eight endangered 
baby animals, both insects and vertebrates, are discussed in this 
book, with information bullets, location maps, colorful photo- 
graphs, and precise text. Always, the threats to these babies are 
the same: human beings, elimination of breeding grounds, pol- 
lution, and overkill.

It includes a poem about 
an unsigned love note that says simply, "Springtime/and 1 wish 
1 knew you." The second half is about falling out of love — "The 
First Fight"; results of the springtime love note; and love that is 
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too possessive. Fletcher takes us from first blush to the crush of 
losing in love. 

20.5 Gordon, Ruth, selector. Peeling the Onion. HarperCollins, 1993. 
94 pp. ISBN 0-06-021727-8. 

"Poetry," Gordon writes, "is the onion of readers. It can cause 
tears, be peeled layer by layer, or be replanted to grovs^ into new^ 
ideas. Poetry adds taste, zest, and a sharp but sw^eet quality that 
enriches our lives." Peel these onion poems v^ith sharp eyes and 
keen thoughts, and you'll unw^rap appealing poems about cars, 
body surfing, and sports. The deeper layers of these poems tell 
about the security of a loving family, the encouragement of a par- 
ent, and equality among races. 

20.6 Hopkins, Lee Bennett, collector. Hand in Hand: An American 
History through Poetry. Illustrated by Peter M. Fiore. Simon & 
Schuster, 1994. 144 pp. ISBN 0-671-73315-X. 

Hopkins has selected poems and songs that celebrate the history 
of America. From Myra Cohn Livingston's "First Thanksgiving" 
to poems about the Civil War, Vietnam, and the future of the 
United States, Hand in Hand offers readers a poetic look at our past 
through the eyes of some of our finest poets. 

20.7 Hopkins, Lee Bennett, compiler. Extra Innings: Baseball Poems. 
Illustrated by Scott Medlock. Harcourt Brace Jovanovich, 1993. 40 
pp. ISBN 0-15-226833-2. 

America's favorite pastime — baseball — is the subject of the nine- 
teen poems that make up this collection. You'll find poems on 
umpires, coaches, stealing bases, pitching, winning, and losing. 
Extra Innings is also about hopes and dreams and great players 
like Joe DiMaggio. From little league to the major league, from 
Casey at the Bat to Jackie Robinson and Pee Wee Reese, from the 
infield to the outfield, this book captures the poetry of baseball. 

20.8 Hughes, Langston. The Dream Keeper and Other Poems. Illus- 
trated by Brian Pinkney. Alfred A. Knopf, 1994. 84 pp. ISBN 0- 
679-84421 -X. 

Are you a dreamer? Your dreams are important in this collection. 
Here are poems featuring tattooed sailors with dreams of foreign 
ports, and powerful poems about the African American experi- 
ence, such as "My People." One of the finest poems written about 
friendship is Hughes' "Poem" which begins — "1 loved my 
friend. /He went away from me." Dreamer, keep those dreams 
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alive. Hughes writes, "Hold fast to dreams/For if dreams die/ 
Life is a broken-winged bird /That cannot fly/' 

20.9 Janeczko, Paul B. Stardust otel. H'ustrated by Dorothy Leech. 
Orchard Books, 1993. 64 pp. ISBN 0-531-05498-5. 

Leary is fourteen and lives with his flower-children parents in the 
Stardust otel. When Leary was born, his father swung on the old 
hotel sign in joy. The H came off and was never replaced. In these 
poems, Leary describes his parents; his girlfriend and her abu- 
sive father; Charlie Hooper, who can't forget Vietnam; seventeen- 
year-old, ninth-grade bully Philip Slade, whose joy ride in his 
mother's car lands him in a wheelchair; and a host of other inter- 
esting characters. 

20.10 Janeczko, Paul B., compiler. Looking for Your Name. Orchard 
Books, 1993. 144 pp. ISBN 0-531-05475-6. 

Janeczko has assembled a collection of 112 contemporary poems 
about conflict. Poems concerned with war, violence, suicide, and 
AIDS — the pains and horrors of life — are countered with those 
about peace, happiness, and loving relationships — the joys of life. 
Whether it's Robert Morage's gritty and sad poem about killing 
his faithful but ailing dog or Jonathan Holden's look at the plea- 
sures and pains of playing ice hockey, you'll find poetry that cap- 
tures the highs and lows of living. 

20.11 Janeczko, Paul B., compiler. Poetry from A to Z: A Guide for 
Young Writers. Illustrated by Cathy Bobak. Bradbury Press, 1994. 
131 pp. ISBN 0-02-747672-3. 

Poems can be about anything from autumn leaves to zebras. 
Janeczko offers young writers enjoyable poetry-writing exercises. 
Try your hand writing a blessing poem or a curse poem or a list 
poem. You'll find examples of each type of poetry along with the 
basic rules for writing in these forms. If you are really interested 
in poetry writing, you'll appreciate the how-to-become-a-better- 
poet advice offered by the twenty-three poets whose work is in 
this book. 

20.12 Johnson, James Weldon. Lift Every Voice and Sing. Illustrated by 
Elizabeth Catlett. Walker and Company, 1993. Llnpaged. ISBN 0- 
8027-8250-7. 

Originally, James Weldon Johnson and his brother wrote this song 
so that children could sing it at a cdobmtion marking Abrahdm 
Lincoln's birthday. The brothers wanted a song that would allow 
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African Americans to express pride in themselves and their 
achievements. Their song of faith, hope, and a new day is tem- 
pered v^ith memories of African American struggles — "silent 
tears," "weary years," and "the blood of the slaughtered." 
Johnson's song is known by many today as the African Ameri- 
can national anthem. 

20.13 Johnson, James Weldon. The Creation, lUustrated by Carla 
Golembe. Little, Brown and Company, 1993. Unpaged. ISBN 0- 
316-46744-8. 

"The Creation" is James Weldon Johnson's retelling of the creation 
story found in the Bible. In this poem, God creates the universe 
from out of the darkness. Johnson wanted his poem to sound like 
a preacher telling the Genesis story, and he does that with the 
rhythm and sounds of the words he chooses. The illustrator's 
pictures are filled with bright colors and help to make Johnson's 
poem beautiful to look at, as well as to listen to or read. For a look 
at how^ a different artist has illustrated this poem, see the version 
done by artist James E. Ransome, published in 1994 by Holiday 
House. 

20.14 Jones, Hettie, selector. The Trees Stand Shining. Illustrated by ■ 
Robert Andrew Parker. Dial Books, 1993. Unpaged. ISBN 0-8037- 
9084-8. 

The poems in this book are really songs: prayers, lullabies, sto- 
ries, and war chants that Native Americans have sung for hun- 
dreds of years. Rainbows, thunder, lightning, mountains, wind, 
and animals are the subjects of these Native American poems. 
Parker's beautiful paintings add to the mood and the power of 
these songs that celebrate the earth and all life. 

20.15 Kennedy, Dorothy M., selector. I Thought I'd Take My Rat to 
School. Illustrated by Abby Carter. Little, Brown and Company, 
1993. 64 pp. ISBN 0-316-48893-3. 

School is the subject of this collection with funny poems about 
arithmetic, equations, proper English, history, science, recess, and 
lunch. Here's Jack Prelutsky's popular poem about homework 
that begins "Homework! Oh, Homework! /I hate you! You stink!" 
Russell Hoban sees things slightly differently when he writes, 
"Homework sits on top of Sunday, squashing Sunday flat. / Home- 
work has the smell of Monday, homework's very fat." These po- 
ems look at school with humor, rhythm, and rhyme. 
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20.16 Kennedy, X. J. Drat These Brats. Illustrated by James Watts. 
McElderry Books, 1993. 44 pp. ISBN 0-689-50589-2. 

Kennedy's third collection of poems about bratty youngsters in- 
troduces Gertrude, who ruined the golf course when she stole the 
riding lawn mower; Lorraine, who yanked the cord that stopped 
the train; Heloise, who emptied sacks of fleas on Aunt Pru's 
Pekingnese; and Cora Kotch, who from the rooftop tossed her 
father's costly watch — " 'Dad, you're mad? What's wrong?' she 
cries. 'You're always saying. How time flies!' " 

20.17 Livingston, Myra Cohn, selector. Roll Along: Poems on Wheels. 
McElderry Books, 1993. 72 pp. ISBN 0-689-50585-X. 

Livingston has collected fifty poems about things that roll on 
wheels. If you like skateboards, cars, jeeps, trucks, taxis, buses, 
trains, and bikes, you'll find poetry here worth reading. Meet the 
crusty mechanic who was so fierce that "dead engines turned over 
in panic!" Read "Riddle," and guess what vehicle has broad ant- 
lers, a gleaming eye, and a hungry roar Don't forget-"Traffic Rule 
1": "The Mack truck has the right of way." 

20.18 McCullough, Frances, editor. Love Is Like the Lion's Tooth. 
HarperCollins, 1993. 80 pp. ISBN 0-06-024 139-X. 

The editor introduces this collection of love poems with these 
words: "It seems to me that passion is the special gift of adoles- 
cence. . . ." Poets from around the world look at various aspects 
of love, from ecstasy to pain. In Amichai's "A Painful Love Song," 
two lovers are together like scissors, "good and useful." But when 
the couple separate they become "two sharp knives stuck deeply 
in the world's flesh." 

20.19 McNaughton, Colin. Making Friends with Frankenstein. Illus- 
trated by Colin McNaughton. Candlewick Press, 1994. 96 pp. 
ISBN 1-56402-308-7. 

McNaughton's poems aren't about death and love. These verses 
describe cockroach sandwiches, getting sick eating gummy ba- 
bies, a cross-eyed Cyclops, and a giant pig that attacks the butcher. 
If you like rhyming, ghoulish poetry with titles like "Another 
Poem to Send to Your Worst Enemy," "The Forth Worst Pome Wot 
I Ever Ritted," and "The Ooze-Zombie from the Slime-Pits of 
Grunge," then prepare for some monstrous laughs as you begin 
Making Friends xoith Frankenstein. 
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20.20 Moon, Pat. Earth Lines: Poems for ihe Green Age. Greenwillow 
Books, 1993. 64 pp. ISBN 0-688-11853-4. 

The destruction of the rain forest, our polluted water supply, glo- 
bal warming, and garbage are ail subjects here. The killing of dol- 
phins by tuna fishermen is the subject of "Dolphin Mother" "To 
Make A Fur Hat" begins this way: "Take one gun^/Take one leop- 
ard/And shoot it in the head." Moon's verse about the majesty 
of the elephant ends this way: "Whoever wouldn't rather see/ An 
elephant/Than ivory?" These poems reflect both a love of and a 
fear for our planet. 

20.21 Myers, Walter Dean. Brown Angels: An Album of Pictures and 
Verse. Illustrated with antique photos collected by the author 
HarperCollins, 1993. Unpaged. ISBN 0-06-022917-9. 

Beautiful old photos of African American children are coupled 
with Myers's poetry. The result is a celebration of childhood, 
friendship, and pride in one's heritage. Whether the poet is de- 
scribing a summer day ("I like hot days, hot days/Sweat is what 
you got days") or the beauty of African American children ("I 
never dreamt/that tender blossoms/would be born . . ."), his 
poems bring you back to the photos and to ideas of your own. 

20.22 Panzer, Nora, editor Celebrate America in Poetry and Art. Illus- 
trations provided by the National Museum of American Art — 
Smithsonian Institution. Hyperion Books, 1994. 96 pp. ISBN 1- 
56282-665-4. 

The multicultural quilt that is America is stitched together in this 
book with full-color reproductions from the National Museum of 
American Art and with poems by celebrated writers including 
Maya Angelou, Emily Dickinson, and Walt Whitman. This attrac- 
tive anthology offers readers art and poetry that praise our land- 
scape, examine our patriotism, look at our mistakes, and let po- 
ets of varied cultures share their views of America. 

20.23 Prelutsky, Jack. The Dragons Are Singing Tonight. Illustrated by 
Peter Sis. Greenwillow Press, 1993. 40 pp. !SBN 0-688-09654-X. 

Dragons is one of the most beautifully illustrated poetry books 
published recently. Peter Sis's colorful dragon paintings are the 
perfect complement to Prelutsky's rhyming verse. "The Dragons 
Are Singing Tonight," recounts the yearly ritual when dragons 
"Awake in their lairs underground, /To sing in a cacophonous 
chorus." You'll find stories of the nastiest little dragon and of a 
handmade mechanical dragon. If you don't believe in dragons. 
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remember "that the dragons you disparage/Choose to not believe 
in you." 

20.24 Rogasky, Barbara, selector. Winter Poems. Illustrated by Trina 
Schart Hyman. Scholastic, 1994. 40 pp. ISBN 0-590-42872-1. 

Winter is the season celebrated in this handsomely illustrated 
collection of poems. Here you'll find poetry about the geese fly- 
ing south, signaling the beginning of the season; the quiet, trans- 
forming beauty of snow; the howls and hisses of a blustery storm; 
the animals and birds of the season; the sunny joys of catching 
snowflakes, and the mysterious early darkness of a winter's night. 

20.25 Rylant, Cynthia. Soda Jerk. Beech Tree Books, 1993. 64 pp. ISBN 
0-688-12654-5. 

The teenager in this book works at Maywell's Drugstore. From 
behind the soda counter, he observes his world through the 
twenty-eight poems in this collection. His poems look at the rich 
kids and jocks, the pros and cons of living in a small town, and 
his dreams of dating that special girl and leaving his hometown 
to become an actor. About his part-time job in a drugstore, this 
teen says, "Tips are okay. /But the secrets are better." 

20.26 Rylant, Cynthia. Something Permanent. Photography by Walker 
Evans. Harcourt Brace & Company, 1994. ISBN 0-15-277090-9. 

Walker Evans was one of America's finest photographers. Dur- 
ing the 1930s, he traveled across America recording images of the 
Great Depression. Cynthia Rylant has written a poem to go with 
each of the Evans photos included in this book. The result is an 
exquisitely designed book that offers mature adolescents poetic 
and photographic impressions of the Great Depression. Poems 
about resilient people struggling to survive are Rylant's poetic ad- 
dition to Evans's fine photographs. 

20.27 Swenson, May. The Complete Poems to Solve. Illustrated by 
Christy Hale. Macmillan, 1993, 116 pp. ISBN 0-02-788725-1. 

Swenson writes, "Each of the poems in this selection, in one way 
or another, is a Poem to Solve. A characteristic of all poetry, m fact, 
is that more is Hidden in it than in prose." If you like looking 
closely at words, you'll enjoy Swenson's creations and have fun 
figuring out what riddling poems describe. 

20.28 Thomas, Joyce Carol. Brown Honey in Broomwheat Tea. Illus- 
trated by Floyd Cooper. HarperCollins, 1993. Unpaged. ISBN 0- 
06-021087-7. 
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The thirteen poems contained here are told from one African 
American girl's point of view. She celebrates her family in poems 
like "Mama," "Family Tree/' and "Sisters." In "Cherish Me" she 
celebrates herself — "I sprang up from mother earth/She clothed 
me in her own colors. . . ." You'll find poems about fears and 
poems about the wisdom of a grandparent. Floyd Cooper's warm, 
glowing, full-page illustratioi\i of a loving African American fam- 
ily are the perfect complement to Thomas's thoughtful poetry 

20.29 Turner, Ann. Grass Songs. Illustrated by Barry Moser. Harcourt 
Brace Jovanovich, 1993. 64 pp. ISBN 0-15-136788-4. 

Turner's poems describe the grit and determination of pioneer 
women who settled the American West during the 1800s. For 
some; the journey was a welcome change from "the confinement 
of women, sitting,/standing, bustled and trussed" to the love of 
"the needles on my face,/the wind under my dress,/my hair 
strung out behind." For others it meant the pain of childbirth in 
a rocking wagon, the horror of having a child kidnapped, or the 
grief of having to leave behind loved ones dead from cholera. 

20.30 UNICEF, editors. I Dream of Peace: Images of War by Children 
of Former Yugoslavia. Illustrated by the children of former Yu- 
goslavia. HarperCollins, 1994. 80 pp. ISBN 0-06-251128-9. 

The poems, drawings, and letters arc done by youngsters in war- 
torn former Yugoslavia. The horror of war is clear in a thirtcen- 
year-old's poem about watching his uncle machine-gunned to 
death. In another poem, a twelve-year-old wishes for Levis and 
Reeboks. These poems and drawings show youngsters wanting 
peace, happiness, and a future, but not knowing if they will live 
another night. One twelve-year-old writes, "War is the saddest 
word that flows from my quivering lips." 

20.31 Volavkova, Hana, editor. I Never Saw Another Butterfly. Ex- 
panded 2nd edition, with children's drawings and poems from 
the Terezin Concentration Camp. Schocken Books, 1993. 106 pp. 
ISBN 0-8052-4115-9. 

This collection of poems and drawings created by children held 
in a concentration camp outside of Prague during World War II 
is both beautiful and heartbreaking. The Nazis placed 15,000 chil- 
dren in Terezin, and fewer than 100 survived. Their poums speak 
of tears, fears, and the yearning to be "where n .^ one kills another." 
But these youngsters also write about the importance of home, 
family, and the beauty of the natural world beyond the barbed- 
wire confines of the camp. 
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20.32 Watson, Jerry, and Laura Apol Obbink, selectors. Learning to Live 
in the World: Earth Poems by William Stafford. Harcourt Brace 
& Company, 1994. 70 pp. ISBN 0-15-200208-L 

William Stafford was one of America's finest poets and a great 
listener. He listened to all the people around him and to the natu- 
ral world that surrounds us all. He writes about the joy of run- 
ning in the rain. He finds pleasure in spider webs, the smell of 
roses, and the feel of the sun's warmth. But he also writes about 
the dark side of nature, such as the death of a doe or having to 
kill the old dog that was his loyal companion. 

20.33 Westcott, Nadine Bernard, selector. Never Take a Pig to Lunch. 
Illustrated by Nadine Bernard Westcott. Orchard Books, 1994. 64 
pp. ISBN 0-531-06834-X. 

This rollicking collection of verse about food begins with these 
lines: "Could anything be drearier/Than the food in the school 
cafeteria?" This book is divided into four funny sections: Look 
Out Stomach Here It Comes — Poems About Eating Silly Things: 
We All Scream for Ice Cream — Poems About Eating Foods We 
Like; Never Eat More Than You Can Lift — Poems About Eating 
Too Much; and My Mother Says I'm Sickening — Poems About 
Manners. 
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21 Short stories 



21.1 Bauer, Marion Dane, editor. Am I Blue? Coming Out from the 
Silence. HarperCollins, 1994. 273 pp. ISBN 0-06-024253-1. 

A grandmother who understands better than parents. A tweh^e- 
year-old whose summer friendship leads to self-discovery. High 
school seniors who choose a class video project to "come out." 
The sixteen stories in this collection focus on the loneliness, the 
confusion, the pain, and the joy that are a part of growing up gay 
or lesbian. They also include characters who struggle to under- 
stand, when they discover that friends are gay or lesbians. These 
stories by jane Yolen, Bruce Coville, William Sleater, M. E. Kerr, 
and other well-known young-adult authors will help increase un- 
derstanding and acceptance of differences. 

21.2 BerrV/ James. Future-Telling Lady and Other Stories. 

HarperCollins, 1993. 139 pp. ISBN 0-06-021434-1. 

This collection of Jamaican stories will inform and entertain you 
with characters and situations that reveal the nature of growing 
up in this West Indies culture. In the title story, two different 
youngsters are taken by their parents to see Mother Esha, a healer. 
Through her Grown-up Diary Reading and her Name Stories, she 
helps Neil, Wendy, and their families. Other stories explore home- 
sickness, ghosts, and magic. 

21.3 Bolden, Tonya, editor. Rites of Passage. Hyperion Books, 1993. 
64 pp. ISBN 1-56282-688-3. 

The settings in these stories span the globe from Jamaica to Ghana, 
from the United States to Costa Rica, from Australia to South 
Africa, but the characters face similar challenges of growing up. 
This collection offers a variety of stories that show young people 
learning about their world and their place in that world as they 
find a first love, discover boundaries, forge new friendships or 
mend broken ones, and rise to the occasion of unexpected chal- 
lenges. 

21.4 Brooks, Martha. Traveling on into the Light and Other Stories. 

Orchard Books, 1994. 146 pp. ISBN 0-531-06863-3. 

The eleven well-crafted stories in this collection find teenagers on 
the brink of self-discovery and change, in the midst of confusion, 
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alienation, and loss. For example, Jamie must deal with the sui- 
cide of his father and with his own alcoholism. Laker faces 
homelessness and rejection from his mother. Samantha must come 
to terms with the changing lifestyles of her parents, and at age 
seventeen, Nikki must deal with a difficult marriage and a child. 

21.5 Cohen, Daniel. Phantom Animals. Pocket Books, 1993. Ill pp. 
ISBN 0-671-75930-2. 

These seventeen short, entertaining, easy-to-read tales will espe- 
cially appeal to anyone interested in the supernatural. Taken from 
folklore, legends, and true accounts, some of the creatures in the 
stories — kangaroos, birds, rabbits, tigers, rats, and more — are 
ghosts of once-living animals; others are phantoms that simply 
appear in animal form. 

21.6 Cohen, Daniel. The Beheaded Freshman and Other Nasty Ru- 
mors. Avon/Flare, 1993. 116 pp. ISBN 0-380-77020-2. 

Bizarre, frightening, outrageous! Daniel Cohen has collected 
twenty-one often repeated true stories — perhaps enhanced with 
each retelhng — that are sure to be retold again by many who read 
this book. Each selection is short, easy to read, great for retelling 
around the campfire or during a slumber party, and certain to 
entertain those who love a good scare or an unusual twist. 

21.7 Conford, Ellen. I Love You, I Hate You, Get Lost. Scholastic, 1994. 
134 pp. ISBN 0-590-45558-3. 

What, if anything, will help Sally bond with her soon-to-be step- 
sister. Gruesome Grosman? Can self-centered Renee really do a 
"good deed" makeover on Suzanne before the big diince? Will 
Benny La Matta have to stay in Ferret-Face Fraser's American- 
history class all year? Can Dana survive having to take her little 
brother Zak on a romantic date with Mitchell? You can read about 
these and ether situations in Ellen Conford's collection of funny 
short stories. 

21.8 Coville, Bruce. Oddly Enough. Illustrations by Michael Hussar. 
Jane Yolen Books /Harcourt Brace & Company, 1994. 122 pp. ISBN 
0-15-200093-3. 

For a lifetime, Michael carries around, protects, and treasures a 
box given to him for safekeeping by an angel. Although he never 
learns its eContents, Michael is assured that when he is ninety, this 
box will change the world. What could be in the box? Bruce 
Coville says this story "may well be the best thing 1 will ever 
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write." Stories about unicornS; finding your own identity, ghosts, 
and freedom of speech are among Ihe other powerful and 
thought-provoking topics in this collection. 

21.9 Cramer, Alexander. A Night in Moonbeam County. Charles 
Scribner's Sons, 1994. 198 pp. ISBN 0-68449704-9. 

Tired of their Chicago life, Chas and Raul ride the rails to escape. 
To avoid being caught by railroad guards, they jump off the train 
in the middle of the night, landing in Moonbeam County at the 
campfire of friendly hoboes, each of whom has a story to tell. Only 
when daylight comes and the last story has been told, do the boys 
realize the true identities of their congenial friends. You will en- 
joy each of the ten eerie campfire tales and the riveting ending. 

21.10 Gale, David, editor. Funny You Should Ask. Dell/Yearling, 1994. 
209 pp. ISBN 0-440-40922-5. 

A big sister's wedding! A story-telling cab driver! A Halloween 
prank that backfires! A seventh grade dance! These are just some 
of the situations that lead to laughter in this collection of sixteen 
never-before-published stories from some of the top writers for 
young people today, including Zelpha Keatley Snyder, Jan 
Greenburg, Gary Soto, M. E. Kerr and Walter Dean Myers. The 
stories are followed by autobiographical sketches of the authors.

There is Lien, strug- 
gling for acceptance; Monique, facing the challenges of being a 
teenage parent; Phuong, building self-confidence and friendships 
through baseball; Bobby, whose blues guitar is the center of his 
life; and Sundara, who is struggling with cultural differences. 
Most important, though, they are all American teenagers with 
common questions and concerns about relationships, romance, 
oarents, friendships, and their futures.

In this highly appealing volume of mostly first-person narratives, 
young writers will see that simple, personal incidents can become 
the heart of a story. Patriotic historical fiction by Pam Conrad and 
a science ficti(Mi tale from Robert Lipsyie enrich this readable 
collection of ten stories. Also included is a brief note about the 
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origin or background of each story and a biographical sketch 
about each author. 

21.13 Gorog, Judith. Please Do Not Touch: A Collection of Stories.

Haskins traces the origins of black music in America from early 
slave music to the music and musicians of the 1970s and 1980s.

Additional titles 
in the HBO Animated Tales series include Macbeth, A Midsummer 
Night's Dream, Romeo and Juliet, The Tempest, and Tzoelfth Night.

The publication in 1967 of S. E. Hinton's The Outsiders marks a turning 
point in the history of literature for young aduits. This edition of Your 
Rending starts with the twenty-sixth publication year after the appearance 
of Hinton's touchstone book, so we decided to put together a list of 100 
notable young-adult books published in the twenty-five years from 1967 
to 1992.' 

Obviously, no list of one hundred books in a twenty-five year pe- 
riod can claim to be complete. First of all, we included only one book for 
each author listed. That does not mean that other books by these authors 
are not worthy of being listed. Second, we selected books that we thought 
were most representative of outstanding reading for junior high school 
and middle school; therefore, our selections may not reflect some of the 
books that appear on other lists of young-adult literature aimed at a 
broader audience.

It represents our favor- 
ites and our choices. We hope it will be a helpful list for you and that it 
will lead to many hours of pleasurable reading.
